Two killed, 100 hurt on slippery roads 


Two people were killed and some 
100 were injured yesterday in acci- 
dents on the country's wet roads. 

Yesterday’s rain, following a long 
-dry spell, caused difficult driving 
conditions as it turned layers of dust 
on the roads to treacherous mud. 
The rain is' expected to continue 
today. 

In the most serious accident, two 
people were killed and 56 injured 
when a bus carrying Gaza residents, 
en route to Jordan River bridges slid 
off the road near Nebi Mussa. 

There were two more accidents at 
the site as the bos passengers were 
being evacuated, and three other 
people were hurt. 

In Jerusalem six ears slid into one 
another in a chain collision in 


Shu’afat, and four people were in- 
jured in five other accidents in the 
centre of town. 

In Asbdod, which along with the 
rest of the southern district and the 
northern Negev was hit by thunder- 
storms, a pedestrian was seriously 
injured when attempting to cross a 
road. 

Thirty people were hurt in a chain 
collision on the Haifa- Acre road 
yesterday morning, which involved 
two buses and three cars. All but one 
of the injured were released from 
hospital within hours. 

There were also 16 traffic acci- 
dents in Tel Aviv yesterday, in which 
12 people were injured, most of 
them lightly. (Itim) 


U.S. and Israel sign 
free-trade agreement

WASHINGTON, - The U.S. and 
Israel yesterday signed their free- 
trade zone agreement that is to eli- 
minate -all' tx^de obstacles between 
the two countries over the next 10 
years. 

Minster of Industry and Trade 
Ariel Sharon, who signed for Israel, 
said he was confident that the agree- 
ment would be a significant step in 
strengthening of American-IsraeK 
ties. 

; The outgoing U.S. special trade 
representative, William Brock, said 
the agreement was unprecedented in 
American history. 

He read a statement by President 
Reagan which noted “foe import- 
ance of Israel to the U.S. as an ally, 
as a trading partner, and as a 

The agreement was signed in the 
House of Representatives in the pre- 
sence^ administration officials and 
congressional leaders. 

Sharon, who arrived in Washing- 
ton yesterday morning, was due to 
leave the U-S. capital for California 
shortly after foe ceremony. 

Aryeh Rubinstein odds: 

Finance Minis ter Yitzhak Moda’i 
told the Knesset yesterday that, 
under the agreement, Israeli expor- 
ters will have almost unrestricted 
access to foe American market and 
will receive preference over other 
countries'' salesmen. 

The possibility of exporting to foe 
U.S. without duty has also aroused 
the interest of foreign investors, he 
reported.- Israel could serve them as 


a production base from which rbey 
can market their goods in foe U.S., 
duty-free. 

Moda’i was malting a government 
statement on foe agreement, and the 
Knesset, after a debate, approved 
Hrs statement. But most speakers 
faulted the government for asking 
the Knesset to vote on an agreement 
it had not yet seen. 

The agreement does not need rati- 
fication by foe Knesset, but it must 
be ratified by foe U.S. Congress. 

Moda’tfi said it is the only agree- 
ment of its kind signed by the U.S.. 
and that it would strengthen the 
dose political and economic ties be- 
tween foe two countries. 

The agreement will strengthen 
Israeli exporters’ ability to compete 
in foe American market, Moda'i 
said. 

He noted that we would be expos- 
ing the local market to competition 
from foe U.S. Bur under an agree- 
ment with the Common Market, 
most of Israel’s products must 
already compete with European pro- 
ducts. 

Under foe agreement. Israel is 
required gradually to reduce its sub- 
sidies on exports. But Moda'i said 
this should not be regarded as a price 
to be paid for foe opening up of the 
U.S. market. 

Even without foe agreement, it is 
dear that foe heavy subsidy of ex- 
ports over a long period, causes 
distortions in investments, in pro- 
duction, employment, the credit sys- 
tem, and in budgets. 

In foe long run, he said, the pro- 
fitability of exports must be ensured 
by a proper exchange-rate policy.

TEL AVIV. - Eight terrorists 
captured on. the high seas and 
brought ashore on Sunday told 
their interrogators they had been 
part of a group of 20 on their way 
to attack" three targets in Israel 
including "a big city in the centre 
of the country?' OC Navy Tat- 
Aluf Avraham Ben-Shoshan said 
here yesterday. 

The attack was to disrupt this 
week's Independence Day celebra- 
tions. be told a press conference at 
his headquarters here. 

The eight were captured after the 
Israel Navy sank their ship. Twenty 
other crewmen and would-be attack- 
ers are presumed to have drowned. 

The Associated Press reported 
from Kuwait that Yasser Arafat's 
Fatah terror group had released a 
communique claiming two boatloads 
of “suicide units" had reached foe 
coast south of Tel Aviv, “where 
helicopter-backed Israeli ground 
forces engaged foe Palestinians." 
The communique said foe boats had 
been launched from a larger vessel 
which had engaged foe Israelis in a 
five-hour battle. A third landing 
boat, it said, had been sunk. 

In Amman, AP reported, Fatah 
deputy commander Khalil Wazir 
(Abu Jihad) said the target of foe 
planned attack had been military 
headquarters in Tel Aviv. Abu Jihad 
also claimed that two boatloads of 
terrorists had reached the shore. 

Navy officers here said foe opera- 
tion was intended to have been 
a spectacular PLO raid involving a 
large number of attackers who were 
to operate at sever?! sites at about 
the same time. Moreover, instead of 
sailing from a nearby port - in Leba- 
non. for example - the attackers had 
boarded the ship in Algeria. 

The launching ship, owned by 
Fatah, was a 60-metre 1,000-ton 
merchant vessel named Atavirus. 

An Israel missile boat's radar 
spotted it during a “routine patrol" 
on Saturday night some 100 miles i 
west of Tel Aviv as it was heading 1 
towards the coast. 

The missile boat's commander, 
introduced to reporters only as Sgan- 
Aluf Danny, said the missile boat 
approached foe Atavirus, asking it 
to identify itself and provide other 
data. Instead of replying, the ship 
changed course. 


Tat-Aluf Avraham Ben-Shoshan. 

“I fired a flare to make sure they 
noticed us trying to talk to them. But 
then, too, they did not respond," 
Danny continued. He then had his 
men fire tracer bullets as warning 
shots. 

One or two minutes later, foe 
Atavirus opened fire with rocket- 
propelled grenades and light arms. 

The missile boat moved out of 
range and then blasted the Atavirus 
with 20mm. and 76mm. cannons. 
“The ship disappeared within a few 
minutes.'’ Danny said. 

It took some time to be sure the 
Atavirus had sunk. Then the sailors, 
assisted by another missite boat 
began looking for survivors. Eight 
people wearing life jackets were pul- 
led out of the water in an operation 


prolonged by rough seas. Another 
person was found dead. 

The detainees include the com- 
mander of one of the squads. 

The captured terrorists said there 
were 28 people on board, including 
its crew. There were three rubber 
boats on board in addition to a 
fibreglass vessel. The terrorists had 
intended to divide into three groups 
of six to seven each. 

According to Ben-Shoshan. they 
said in their interrogation that Abu 
Jihad had personally briefed them 
before the operation. Ben-Shoshan 
did not say where they met Abu 
Jihad or when. 

Nor would he identify their 
targets, except to say chat they plan- 
ned to kill as many people as possible 
in three separate operations “in the 
centre of Israel." and that one of 
these targets was “a big city in the 
centre of the country." 

Ben-Shoshan noted there have 
been 12 attempted attacks from the 
sea in the past few years. 

He said the group which attacked 
the Savoy bote! in Tel Aviv in March 
1975 left its launch ship some 70 
miles from the coast. Therefore, the' 
Israeli naval cordon is now spread 
far beyond Israel's territorial waters, 
at a distance of 100 to 150 miles from 
the coast. 

The terror attack on Nahariya in 
April 1979 taught Israel to improve 
its radar and other intelligence- 
gathering systems, he said. Now 
Westwind jets monitor traffic, and 
foe navy has sought new and better 
radar. 


Bank says recession is over, 
though exports have fallen

The recession is over, according to 
a Bank of Israel survey of com- 
panies. But there has been no im- 
provement in unemployment figures 
and while foe local market has been 
revitalized, export orders have drop- 
ped. 

The survey's findings, released 
yesterday, show that in the first 
quarter of foe year, foe recession of 
previous months has been halted, as 
is shown by an increase in output and 
an end to foe drop in sales. 


According to the survey, the num- 
ber of new enterprises established in 
this first quarter was back to foe lev-el 
of 1983. 

But the bank notes that there was 
a further drop in export orders in the 
period surveyed. 

Some 55 per cent of firms reported 
increased output, with half reporting 
increased sales. 

The bank says it is too early to 
determine whether the answers 
point to the beginnings of economic 
expansion. 


Row over trip to Nazi graves: 

Reagan’s visit ‘could boost neo-Nazis’

WASHINGTON. - The main pro- 
Israel lobbying group in foe U.5. 
yesterday urged President Reagan to 
cancel his planned visit to a German 
war cemetery next month. 

“As human beings, as Americans 
and as Jews, we join millions of our 
fallow citizens in calling upon yon to 
cancel your visit to the Bitburg milit- 
ary cemetery,” the American Israel 
Public Affairs Committee (A3PAC) 
declared in an open letter to Reagan. 


Despite vehement protests from 
Jewish and veterans groups. Reagan 
has refused to cancel the visit. 

“It is a sign of strength, not weak- 
ness, to correct this injustice,” foe 
AJPAC letter said. 

“To honour those SS murderers 
could well ignite a resurgency of 
neo-Nazism in Germany and else- 
where. To visit their graves would be 
an outrage against human decency 
which cannot and must not be 
ignored." 


Jail for robbers who preyed on aged 


TEL AVIV (Itim). - Three persons 
were sent to jaii yesterday, in two 
different trials, for using violence 
against aged persons and robbing 
them. 

In Tel Aviv, the district court 
imprisoned Ronit Vaknin, 23, of Bat 
Yam for 10 years after she pleaded 
guilty to the violent robbery of elder- 
ly persons whom she and her accom- 
plice, Yosef Amar, believed to be 
money changers. Amar's trial is 


being held separately. 

In passing sentence. Judge Arye 
Segalson said: “I have no words to 
express my disgust at the crimes the 
accused has commited.... One can 
□ever know what effects are on the 
health and life of foe aged victim.”

5 professional unions 


plan to leave Histadrut 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
TEL AVIV. - Five professional 
trade unions representing some 
90,000 workers yesterday 
announced their intention to secede 
from the Histadrut within about six 
months. 

The unions involved are the en- 
gineers. the university graduates in 
the social sciences and humanities, 
the pilots and the marine officers. 
The fifth union, the Secondary 
School Teachers Association, has 
operated outside the framework of 
the Histadrut for several years, but 
now intends to cur its remaining ties 
with the labour federation 

The engineers and the graduates 


have been on a collision course with 
the Histadrut for several years over 
their demand that wage scales 
should take into account their educa- 
tional and professional achieve- 
ments. In addition, the rebels main- 
tain that the Histadrut is ossified, 
promotes only “ostensible equal- 
ity/' and is unable to adapr to the 
policies of growth that the country 
needs.

TEL AVIV. - Likud demands that 
the Histadrut cease its press adver- 
tisements on the achievements of 
Hevrat Ha’Ovdim companies and 
that Labour Party Mk Aharon Hare!

control committee. 

Yesterday's decision by the Tel 
Aviv District Court to refer the de- 
mands to the committee presumably 
means that the Likud's court suit will 
have failed, because the Alignment 
has a majority on the committee. 

The chairman of the Likud's His- 
tadrut faction, Mk Ya'acov Shamai. 
yesterday accused Histadrut' 
Secretary-General Yisrael Kessar of 
signing a secret annex to the package 
deal that will allow price increases of 
up to 25 per cent at the end of the 
current price freeze. Shamai said 
that he had requested a Knesset 
debate on the issue and would de- 
mand a meeting of the Histadrut 
executive. 

Kicking off the Likud's campaign 
for the May 13 Histadrut elections. 
Shamai accused the Alignment of 


not informing voters how to cast 
their ballots, to keep the number of 
voters low. and of allowing wages to 
be eroded by “dozens of per cent" 
since last November. 


Shamai also criticized Finance 
Minister Moda'i for "harming the 
workers" but maintained that Mod- 
a'i had very little say in economic 
policy, which, he said, was formu- 
lated by Prime Minister Peres. 

The Rafi faction in the Histadrut. 
comprising members of Minister 
without Portfolio Yigael Hurwitz's 
Ometz movement, has decided 
almost unanimously to remain in the 
Likud. Ometz joined the Alignment 
list in the elections. At a" recent 
meeting of the faction executive, all 
the Rafi members of the Histadrut 
Executive and 23 out of 24 faction 
branches decided to remain with the 
Likud. 


Shamai said yesterday that the 
Likud is well-organized' and pre- 
pared for the elections.

Histadrut body to decide on Arab farmers

TEL AVTV. - The question of 
whether Arab farmers should be 
eligible to vote in the elections for 
the Agricultural Centre will be de- 
cided by the Histadrut control com- 
mittee, the Tel Aviv District Court 
ruled yesterday. 

The court was responding to a suit 
by the Progressive List for Peace, 
asking that the May 13 elections be 
postponed until the centre recog- 
nizes the right of Arab members of 


the Histadrut to participate. At pre- 
sent. participation is limited to Jew- 
ish farmers aligned with the kibbutz 
and moshav movements or with pri- 
vate agricultural organizations. 


The court ruled that the control 
committee must meet before the 
elections and that its decision will be 
binding on all parties, including the 
Agricultural Centre. In the past, the 
centre has refused to recognize deci- 
sions of Histadrut bodies.

Former Haifa prosecutor sent to jail for bribes

The Knesset yesterday passed the 
first reading of the Income Tax Bill 
(Adjustments Owing to Inflation), 
which is based on the recommenda- 
tions of the Steinberg Commission. 

The bill is a temporary measure, 
applying only to the 1985 fiscal year, 
since the Uzi Steinberg Committee is 
still working on the preparation of a 
method suitable for various levels of 
inflation. 

It replaces and simplifies the 
Taxation Under Inflationary Condi- 
tions Law that has been in effect for 
the last three years. 

Finance Minister Moda'i said that 
the bill will protect the capital in- 
vested in a business against inflation- 
ary erosion by allowing the follow- 
ing: an index-linked deduction for 
depreciation, a deduction for net 
own capital, a special deduction for 
ament profits, and a linked deduc- 
tion for losses transferred from pre- 
vious years. 

Stocks will be adjusted to the rate 
of inflation in the period they were 
actually held, Moda'i said. 

In the new bill, as in the old one, 
profits from securities will be taxable 


and the losses will be deducted from 
income. But if there was a real loss, 
i.e. the nominal profit was lower 
than the inflation, or even a nominal 
loss, the real loss will not be recog- 
nized as a deduction from the in- 
come of the business. 


Instead, said Moda’i, the loss will 
be allowed in the next tax year 
against income from securities, with 
the loss linked to the rise in the index 
that year. 

Cbaike Grossman (Mapam) said 
in the debate that the bill Insures 
capital against inflationary erosion - 
If the same concern were shown to 
the poor in laws that pertain to them , 
Mapam would possibly be able to 
support the present bill.

Soldiers would stop reporting on 
politics, and the Army Radio news 
division would be replaced by a 
smaller staff, under a compromise 
proposal for foe continuation of 
news broadcasts on the army station.

- A fonner captain 
in foe SS went on trial yesterday 
accused of deporting French Jews to 
Auschwitz. The parallel trial of a 
former SS sergeant was postponed 
because he is ill. 

Count Modest Korff. 76. is 
charged with sending 185 Jews to 
Auschwitz berween June 1942 and 
May 1943, while he was stationed at 
ChaJons-Sur-Marne. in Eastern 
France. 

They were among more than 
73.000 Jews shipped horn France to 
the extermination camps of Eastern 
Europe, where most perished. 

The trial of fonner SS sergeant 
Rudolf Bilarz. 73, accused of deport- 
ing 388 Jews to Auschwitz, was de- 
layed because he is confined to bed 
with a heart ailment.

The 
national colours will be lowered ro 
half-mast until the start of Independ- 
ence Day tomorrow night. Special 
TV and radio programmes will be 
broadcast. 

Memorial services wiU be held 
tomorrow morning. At 10 a.m.. 
Education Minister Navon will 
broadcast a message to bereaved 
families. 

A two-minute siren at 11 a.m. 
tomorrow win signal the start of 
memorial services in military 
cemeteries and at war monuments. 
Prime Minister Peres will take part 
in the ceremony at Jerusalem’s Mt. 
Herzl military cemetery: Vice Pre- 
mier and Foreign Minister Shamir 


will be at the Mount of Olives, and 
Navon will be at Kiryat Ana vim. 

In Haifa. Defence Minister Rabin 
is to represent foe government at the 
main ceremony in the city’s Re- 
membrance Park in Hadar 
Hacarmel at 8 p.m. tonight. 

A memorial service is to be held 
tomorrow morning in the city’s milit- 
ary cemetery. 

A memorial will be dedicated 
tomorrow afternoon honouring 91 
soldiers who fell in foe battle with 
Egyptian forces on December 28. 
1948 for the area where Kiryat Gat is 
now located. The memorial is lo- 
cated in a two-dunam park. 

Some bereaved parents have said 
they will not attend the ceremonies if 
the government is represented. They 
have demanded that an inquiry be 
set up to investigate the war in 
Lebanon. 

The solemnity of Remembrance 
Day will be transformed into the 
happiness of Independence Day at 
the central state ceremony at Mt. 
Herzl tomorrow night. Twelve 
citizens - this year representing the 
theme of science, development and 
technology - will kindle beacons, 
and the national colours will be 
transferred from the Northern Com- 
mand to che Air Force. The only 
fireworks in Jerusalem will be seen 
at the end of the ceremony at Mt- 
Heizl. 


Laromme employees’ protest 
spreads to other Eilat hotels

As workers in Eilat's Laromme 
Hotel continued their take-over of 
the hotel in an effort to stop its 
transfer to the French-run Club 
Mediterranee, workers in other 
Eilat hotels stopped work for two 
hours yesterday in a show of sym- 
pathy. 

The work stoppage, officially for 
“explanatory meetings.’' took place 
between 10* a.m. and noon, when 
most tourists are out of their hotels. 
According to an observer, most visi- 
tors did not even notice the stop- 
page. 

Meanwhile, Eilat Mayor Rafi 
Hochman is still waiting for a reply 
from the Nakash brothers, the New 
York-based Israeli jeans manufac- 
turers who now own the hotel. 
According to a municipal spokes- 


man. one of the brothers is due to 
come to Eilat to meet with the 
mayor, but it is not yet known when . 

The mayor will attempt to per- 
suade the owners to put the property 
in the hands of a management com- 
pany that will do more for the eco- 
nomy of foe town. The workers and 
the municipality object to the Gub 
Mediterranee because it employs 
almost exclusively foreign workers 
and because its guests rarely leave 
foe club premises for meals and 
shopping in the town. 

In the Knesset yesterday. Em- 
ployment Service director Baruch 
HakJai told the Labour Commit- 
tee that there are 453 foreeigners 
working in Eilat without work per- 
mits. They should be deported, he 
said, and work permits should not be 
granted to any foreigners for jobs for 
which Israelis can be found.

script fixup its lettering, to be able to 
examine an antique manuscript in 
bookfbnn propedy, and to fulfil the 
exacting demands of contemporary 
Hebraica bibliography. 

In 'another area, a committee 
hehded by Dr. Ezra Kahn of Jews' 
College, the Orthodox rabbinical 
seminary, is working to compile 
what the group hopes will be the first 
of several sorely-needed union cata- 
logues. This one will list aH sizeable 
holdings of Hebrew periodicals, past 
and present, in United Kingdom 
libraries. 

Meanwhile, some members of the 
groupare hopicigfeat all the libraries 
.in the absoaation can agree to adopt 
fee, same system of transliteration 
when writing Hebrew words in En- 


glish characters. Others would like 
to work out ways by which member 
libraries car avoid duplicating each 
other's specialized holdings. And 
several members wonder if some- 
thing can be done to help them 
finally to deal with important accu- 
mulations of Hebraica in their own 
institutions which have long gone 
nncatalogued. 

Such accumulations have usually 
gone unregistered, of course, for 
lack of money. Happy is the Heb- 
raica curator who can count each 
year on all the funds he needs from 
his university or institution just to be 
able to carry on as normal. But for 
that urgently required conservation 
programme, that special acquisition 
and all those projects that can add to 


the usefulness of his collection, 
almost every Hebraica librarian 
finds himself cast, at least pan of the 
time, in the role of fund-raiser. With 
more or less enthusiasm, he seeks 
the help of foundations, alumni 
groups, business executives and 
friendly associations and indi- 
viduals. 

At the Bodleian. Ronald May is 
engaged in a major project: a long- 
needed revision and updating of the 
famous Catalogue of Hebrew Manu- 
scripts in the Bodleian Library and 
College Libraries of Oxford . com- 
pleted in ISSb by the librarian 
Adolph Neubuuer. 

Under the editorial direction of 
Professor M. Beit-Arie. head of 
Jerusalem's Jewish National and 
University Library and May's edito- 
rial review, a group of seven Jeru- 
salem scholars is preparing an exten- 
sive volume of addenda and cor- 
rigenda for the 9S-year-old register, 
to be Issued as a companion volume 
to the original catalogue, which will 
be republished in photo offset. 

Says May of the costly project: “in 
two years, our money is going to run 
out and we'll need funds for the 
editorial work and the printing. So 
I'm charged with looking around to 
see if anybody has a few spare dol- 
lars, or pounds, or even shekels." 

AT THE BRITISH LIBRARY, 
meanwhile. David Goldstein is also 
"looking around." *Td like funds to 
produce a catalogue of the Yiddish 
books in the British Library." he 
says. “Yiddish scholars keep telling 
me what great treasures we've got." 

And at Cambridge. Stefan Reif is 
involved in what may be the most 
ambitious project of all. He is seek- 
ing a donor, or donors, to endow a 
permanent professorship, along with 
a lecturer's post, in Jewish origins. 

“We want to provide the oppor- 
tunity for young Jews going into 
secular careers to acquire a superior 
training in their own history, reli- 
gion. language and literature." he 
says. 

Although most of the libraries in 
the Hebraica group could use addi- 
tional funds. Reif sees little chance 
of a combination of interests and a 
united campaign to seek support. 

“We're very different institu- 
tions," says the chairman. “Still. 1 
see a great deal that we can do 
together to increase public aware- 
ness of what we have, namely, great 
national and cultural treasures. And 
- -awareness can only lead to increased 
•. support.” . - .■ 

All three libraries have several 
works that are world famous. The 


British Library, for example, houses 
the 14th-century Golden Haggada 
from Catalonia, with splendid minia- 
tures in high Gothic style. Among its 
manuscripts is an early 10th-century 
Pentateuch from the Middle East. 

Its beautifully inscribed pages are 
marked by marginal Masora- lists of 
critical notes on the biblical text. 
And among the library's printed 
works is a notable editio princcps of 
the Talmud, printed in Venice in 
1520-23. which once belonged to 
Henry VIII. 

The Bodleian’s numerous trea- 
sures include the magnificently illu- 
minated Kennicun Bible, completed 
in Corunna. Spain, in 1476. as well as 
two of the Elephantine papyri, 
among the oldest Jewish manu- 
scripts known. These are letters and 
documents in Aramaic, from the 5th 
century BCE. written by Jewish 
mercenaries stationed on an island in 
the Upper Nile and employed by the 
then Persian rulers of Egypt. 

Also at the Bodleian is a priceless 
holograph - some 20 manuscript 
pages of the Mishnch Torah. 
Maimonides' systematic codification 
of Jewish law. in his own hand, 
complete with crossings out and revi- 
sions. And. surprisingly, there is 
an outstanding collection of early 
printed Yiddish pieces, many of 
which were items in the famous 
library of Rabbi David Oppenheim- 
er of Prague (1604-1736). 

Cambridge University Library, 
meanwhile? has the noted Nash 
Papyrus from the 2nd century BCE. 
bearing the earliest known written 
examples of the decalogue and the 
Shema. A number of outstanding 
items form part of Cambridge's 
Taylor-Schechter Genizah Collec- 
tion. including the famous “21ado- 
Jdte" (Damascus) Fragments, today 
called “the First Dead Sea Scroll" by 
some scholars. When Solomon 
Schechter published them in 1910, 
he gave the modern world its first 
portrait of an unknown Jewish sect 
that we now know as the sect of the 
Dead Sea Scrolls. 

BUT INCREASING public aware- 
ness and appreciation of these Jew- 
ish books and manuscripts, which 
are “among the most private of all 
works of art,” according to one cri- 
tic, is not going to be easy, and no 
one knows this better than the cura- 
tors of the Triangle. Perishable and 
irreplaceable, they are accessible to 
scholars, researchers and VIPs, but 
rarely put on open display. 

■ One exception is in London’sBrit- 
ish Museum. Any visitor can make 
his wav to room 32, known as the 


King's Library, where he will find an 
exhibit case displaying a dozen of the 
British Library's finest Hebrew 
codices. He will have to peer at them 
through the dim light favoured bv 
museums to guard against fading. 
But with persistence, he can gain a 
fair idea of the beauty and dignity of 
these magnificently lettered and de- 
corated Jewish manuscripts. 

Despite the many difficulties. Ste- 
fan Reif strongly believes that he and 
his associates of the Hebraica Lib- 
raries Group can, given time, find 
ways of increasing public interest in 
their collections and support for 
them. 

Both Reif at Cambridge and 
David Goldstein at the British Lib- 
rary's Oriental Division are ready to 
welcome organized groups of re- 
sponsible visitors to special showings 
of the precious items in their care. 

•‘If there are missions from the 
United States. Israel or other coun- 
tries ready to lend a helping hand, 
who would like to tour several of our 
Hebraica libraries. I think it can be 
arranged." says Reif. 

He and his associates are also 
prepared to find speakers who can 
talk with authority on the libraries 
and their holdings to important 
gatherings. He is hopeful, too. that 
fee group's member libraries will be 
able to mount a simultaneous special 
exhibit, each institution of its own 
books and manuscripts, which would 
be open to the public and could be 
publicized in the media. And he 
thinks that, in time, some of the chief 
items held by member libraries could 
be lent for exhibit abroad. 

AT OXFORD. Ronald May notes 
that the Hebrew manuscripts and 
codices we have today are survivors 
of the savage attacks and burnings 
that were the fate of thousands of 
Jewish books during the Crusades 
and the Spanish Inquisition “and all 
the more precious to us because they 
are survivors. ” 

At the British Library', David 
Goldstein displays a manuscript dis- 
tinguished for the grace of its Heb- 
rew lettering and its handsome text 
pages. 

“Look at the care and reverence 
that the sofer brought to his work,” 
he says. “You can see that he knew 
he was engaged in melechet 
hakodesh - holy work. It fills you 
with admiration and awe.” 

And at Cambridge. Stefan Reif 
speaks of the Hebraica Libraries as 
“more” than just collections of rare 
and beautiful works. 

‘TTiey are treasures of centuries of 
Jewish thought and expressions of 
Jewish life.” he says. “They hold our 
history and inheritance. And you

Town on fire

THE TIDY. 19th-century South 
African town of Uitenhage has taken 
on the appearance of civil war. 

Victorian-era church spires rising 
from leafy streets contrast with 
armoured personnel carriers loaded 
with brown- uniformed soldiers car- 
rying automatic weapons. 

Shopkeepers no longer step out- 
side to watch army helicopters over- 
head. Whites carry sidearms. They 
keep shotguns and rifles in their 
pick-up trucks. 

Army mobile field hospitals, ring- 
ed by razor wire, are parked near the 
rugby stadium. White children walk 
cautiously past the soldiers camped 
on the fringe of die cricket grounds. 

On week-ends, when rioting 
breaks out in nearby black 
townships, parents and youngsters 
stroll down to the sports fields to 
watch the helicopters lift off. 

“It's comforting to see the array 
here/' says salesman Peter Wil- 
liams. 29, who immigrated with his 
parents 12 years ago from Britain. 

Atrin Gijaar. who runs a small 
grocery store near a black bus depot 
in white Uitenhage. says unrest has 
broughr bis business almost to a 
standstill: The soldiers’ buying- pow- 
er. be complains, cannot match the 
profits he made when blacks filled 
his store before the trouble. 

“Africans keep Uitenhage alive,'* 
he says. 


UITENHAGE WAS FOUNDED 
by Dutch settlers in the early ISOOs 
as an outpost against border skir- 
mishes wiih Xhosa tribesmen. The 
town was catapulted to international 
attention last month when police 
killed 20 blacks in Langa township. 

For the First time since anti- 
apartheid rioting began last August. 


soldiers were deployed against rio- 
ters alongside police. Earlier army 
involvement in troubled areas near 
Johannesburg was restricted to sup- 
porting police at, checkpoints away 
from clashes. 

Uitenhage saw another milestone 
last Thursday night when a black 
crowd pulled a white man from a car. 
doused him with kerosene and set 
him on fire. It was the first such 
assault in the white neighbourhoods 
of South Africa, which had always 
been secure, even those bordering 
black townships. 

The view from Cannon Hill. 
Uitenhage's highest point, makes 
plain the fears of Uitenhage's 30.000 
whites and. by extension, the fears of 
this country's white minority. Some 
80,000 blacks have settled* on the 
town's perimeter. 

The shacks of Langa stand a few 
hundred metres to the north, just 
across a litter-strewn meadow from 
the business district, residential 
areas and a modem hospital for 
whites. 

One can make an international 
telephone call at a pay booth in front 
of the midtown post office and look 
across a. valley at Langa's blacks 
cooking their supper on open fires. 

Auto-assembly plants and a rail 
line are to the south. Beyond are 
sprawling black squatter camps and 
townships on the outskirts of Port 
Elizabeth, 15 kilometres away. 

Kwanobuhle. another riot-tom 
township, spreads out to the west, 
behind a low ridge. 

“It’s an awfully nice place in peace 
time.” remarked a white policeman 
during a casual conversation. “In 
these times, they have us sur- 
rounded."

THIRTY YEARS after developing 
nations held the first Afro-Asian 
conference in Bandung, Indonesia, 
the Third World movement they 
founded has become a large, some- 
what unwieldy, force. 

Its members, more than 100 de- 
veloping countries in Asia, Africa 
and Latin America, speak unani- 
mously only on the broadest political 
questions, campaigning against such 
issues as colonialism and apartheid. 

They also agree on broad econo- 
mic goals, including more aid. fairer 
trade terms and radical reforms in a 
global economic system dominated 
by Western industrial nations. 

On these and other questions, the 
Third World works mainly through 
the 101-nation Non-Aligned Move- 
ment and the so-called group of 77 
developing nations, a United Na- 
tions economic bargaining caucus 
that now has more than 120 mem- 
bers.

BUT THINGS have changed since 
the heady days of Bandung, which 
Indonesia’s then president Sukarno 
called “the first inter-continental 
conference of the so-called coloured 
peoples in the history of mankind." 

The 29 participants at Bandung, 
which ended on April 24, 1955. in- 
cluded India's Jawaharlal Nehru, 
Josip Broz Tito of Yugoslavia, 
Egypt's Garaal Abdel Nasser and 
China’s Chou En-lai, all then in the 
forefront of anti-colonialism.

THERE WAS BLOOD on the floor 
of the torture chambers and the 
sickly odour of burned human flesh 
hanging in the April air the day Leon 
Bass helped liberate the Nazi death 
camp of Buchenwald. 

“Some of them just wanted to 
touch you, be near you." recalls Bass 
of the pathetic survivors who greeted 
the American soldiers. “They stood 
around and just looked at you with 
those gaunt, deep-set eyes.'* 

Bass, a black U.S. army corporal, 
had grown up in Philadelphia embit- 
tered by the humiliation and de- 
gradation of racism. Buchenwald 
changed his life. 

For the first time, he realized that 
racism and the human suffering it 
generates was a universal evil. 

Forty years later, he is still fiercely 
campaigning against that evil, 
teaching youngsters and lecturing 
around the U.S. about the Holo- 
caust in the hope that there will 
never be another Buchenwald. 

When the .American troops freed

the men's extermination camp near 
Weimar in Germany in April 1945, 
Bass saw Jews. Gypsies, homosex- 
uals. communists' trade unionists 
and Roman Catholics - “those that 
were left." 

“I think l had on blinders about 
pain and suffering, and I thoughts.' 
was relegated to me and mine," says 
Bass, now a 6fl-year-old retired high 
school principal and part-time his- 
tory teacher at George school in 
Newtown. 

Until he set foot in Buchenwald, 
"I knew- nothing of the Nazis' 
attempt to exterminate a total peo- 
ple." he says. “It was," he thought, 
“just a camp for prisoners." 

According to 55 Alibi of a Nation, 
by Gerald Reitlinger. 33.462 people 
died at Buchenwald in World War 
II. 

The blood-stained torture cham- 


bers, the barracks bulging with living 
skeletons and the overpowering 
“sweet odour of burned human 
flesh" are still fresh in Bass's memor- 
ies. 

When the Americans arrived, says 
Bass, the prisoners “were just over- 
whelmed. They could hardly believe 
it" 

The Americans forced the Ger- 
man residents of Weimar to walk 
through the camp- “Many of them 
shook their heads. They couldn't 
believe it. and yet they knew this 
camp was there. 1 

“They saw the trucks bringing 
them in. The trains bringing them in, 
and they saw the smokestacks bel- 
ching. And yet they came in and 
said, *We didn't know. We didn't 
know what was going on .' 

“They didn't want to know and 
they didn’t want to believe they were 


a part of a people whb could da this ' 
to others, "he says. ; 

“How could human beings do. this 
to other human beings? And human 
beings coming from a so-caJledcivil- 
ized society. Theyhad produced 
. such people as Beethoven, Bach and 
.aS the poets and scientists. Andyet, 
out of all this, came tins hatred, this 
anti-Semitism , this racism. "

THOUSANDS of homeless people 
crowd Sidon's backstreets and base- 
ments. forced by weeks of fierce 
fighting to live as refugees in their 
own city. 

“ItYriot the first rime »e have left 
our houses and it won’t be the last." 
says Palestinian labourer Imad 
Abdel- Aal. father of seven, whose 
family shelters in a half-built room 
on a construction site in the 
Lebanese port city of Sidon. 

Abdel-Aal's family fled the fight- 
ing last week around their house in 
Ein Hilwe Palestinian camp on 
the city's outskirts, joining an ex- 
odus of some 60,000 poorly off 
Palestinians and Moslem Lebanese, 
one-third of the population of the 
Sidon area. 

While thousands have gone to 
Palestinian camps further north, the 
majority remain in Sidon. where 
civic officials say three weeks of 
violence has made the city a disaster 
area.

POTENTIALLY ONE of the most 
dnisive issues to emerge recently in 
the Jewish world was. the deci- 
siojr of Refomi Jewry in 19S3 to 
.recognize as Jews children of a 
mixed marriage where the father is 
Jewish but the mother is not. 

Jewish law has strictly defined the 
mother as the determining criterion 
in the transmission of Jewishness. 
No matter who the father, a child of 
a Jewish mother was recognized as a 
Jew under Jewish law (one reason 
: given was that the identity of the 
mother could not be doubted but 
there could be circumstances in 
which the identity of the father was 
uncertain). 

. This, incidentally, contrasts with 
the determination of priestly and 
ievj'tical identity which is determined 
by fatherhood. 

The Central Conference of Amer- 
ican Rabbis, foe organization of 
U.S. Reform Rabbis, has declared 
‘that the child of a Jewish father and a 
non-Jewish mother should be consi- 
dered a Jew by birth (patrilinear 
descent) provided he or she is 
: brought up to profess Jewishness in a 
.concrete way through an involve- 
ment in Jewish life and a willingness 
' to share -the fate of the Jewistfpeo- 
pie.. 

A recent issue of the journal Juda- 
ism, published by the American Jew- 
ish Congress, is exclusively devoted 
to a.symposium of varying reactions 
to this decision. 

The Reform viewpoint is express- 
ed by . the president of the Union of 
American Hebrew Congregations. 
Rabbi Alexander M. Schindler. He 
explains- the Reform derision as an 
attempt to come to grips with the

outstanding problem of intermar- 
riage - which he estimates is now 
accounting for almost a half of all 
Jews who marry. 

Instead of letting these Jews who 
many non-Jews slip out of the com- 
munity without any attempt to reach 
them, he advocates an active prog- 
ramme designed to save them and 
their children for the Jewish com- 
munity. 

By rejecting the children of Jewish 
men with non-Jewish wives, the 
community is fuming away a mass of 
potential Jews. If the parents under- 
take to bring up the children with a 
Jewish identity, why not welcome 
them? Schindler advocates a Jewish 
missionary outreach directed in the 
first place 1 to non-Jews who are 
already bound to the Jewish com- 
munity by marriage and “reaching 
out to embrace their children into 
the Jewish fold." 

SOME REFORM spokesmen have 
noted that in early Jewish history. 
Jewish identity was defined through 
the father and that matrilineal des- 


cent is a late development, possibly 
from rbe 1st or Jnd century CE. 
However. Orthodox and Conserva- 
tive representatives argue that what- 
ever the historical origins, what 
counts is the taimudic law which 
down the ages was universally 
accepted among Jews. 

Professor Shaye J. Cohen of the 
(Conservative) Jewish Theological 
Seminary thinks that the principle of 
matrilineal descent may have been 
adapted by the early rabbis from 
Roman law. He suggests that 
perhaps it appealed to the rabbis 
who felt thar the marriage of a Jew- 
ish man "to a non-Jewish woman 
violated nature's prohibition against 
mixed breeding while that of a Jew- 
ish woman to a non-Jewish man did 
not. 

Orthodox contributors to the sym- 
posium feel that automatically grant- 
ing children Jewish status through 
the father will reduce the incentive 
for conversion among the non- 
Jewish mothers. However, one par- 
ticipant. Dr. Trade Weiss- 
Rosmarin . editor of the Jewish Spec- 


tator. terms matrilineal Jewish 
identity a characteristic of polygamy 
prevalent in biblical times which is 
out of place in the contemporary 
monogamous Jewish society. 

She therefore favours men being 
given equal rights with women to 
transfer their Jewish identity to their 
children. This “emancipation" of 
the Jewish father would add strength 
to Jewish survival potential. 

Binyamin Walfish. executive v ice- 
president of the (Orthodox) Rabbi- 
nical Council of America feels that 
the historical origin of the matri- 
linear desceni is irrelevant. 

He suggests that intermarriage 
can only be faced by education con- 
cerning its debilitating influence on 
the future of the Jewish people. He 
supports the idea of reaching out to 
those who intermarry - but within 
the framework of Jewish tradition 
and law. 

DR. ROBERT GORDIS. a Con- 
servative authority and editor of 
Judaism, acknowledges that the Re- 
form proposal appears to be a short 
cut to replenishing Jewish ranks but 
feels that such a principle threatens 
to build a wall of separation between 
mother and child if the mother re- 
mains non-Jewish and the child is 
accepted as a Jew. 

“It would introduce a multiplicity 
of religious and cultural back- 
grounds into the home... It is not the 
function of Judaism to break down 
the unity and stability of the family ." 
he says. (However, it may be 
pointed out that the existing law can 
create a similar wall between a non- 
Jewish father and a Jewish child, t 

Writing from Israel. Dr. Jack J. 


Cohen, former director of the Heb- 
rew University's Hillel Foundation, 
calls on the Jewish community to 
encourage Jewish partners in a 
im.ved marriage to bring their chil- 
dren into the Jewish fold even when 
the child is not considered haJaehi- 
f-alty Jewish because the mother is 
non-Jewish. 

The main remedy to mixed mar- 
riage. according to Dr. Cohen, is to 
improve the quality of Jewish educa- 
tion and of Jewish life in general. 
Then, by presenting Judaism favour- 
ably ami profoundly to the non- 
Jew ish p.inner. they may welt opt for 
Judaism. 

“On the other hand." he says, 
"where a Jewish father has a strong 
desire to raise his children as Jews 
and has the approval of his non- 
Jewish wife, even ha I a chic-oriented 
Jews should wish to encourage the 
eventual agreement of the children 
(and possibly the wife as well) to 
undergo the formal process of con- 
version." 

Orthodox Jews out of their very 
belief will reject the automatic 
Jewishness of a child born to a Jew- 
ish father and a non-Jewish mother. 
If such children arc now accepted as 
Jews by Reform Jews, a serious 
interna f scission would emerge with- 
in the Jewish people with a growing 
segment recognized as Jews by some 
authorities and rejected by others. 

Another consequence would be 
an added tension between Israel and 
the Diaspora, with the Israel reli- 
gious establishment pressuring the 
State to refuse to recognize the 
Jewishness of Jews by patrilinear 
descent.

Thirteen years ago Scott won an 
O-cur. which remains uncollected, 
tor his portrayal of George Patton, 
the charismatic general of the Allied 
Forces.

Although he eventually lost the 
war. his country, his life and his 
foliowing. Mussolini was the most 
popular man ever to grace the pages 
of ItalvN fragmented national his- 
lor . 

Not only did he make the trains 
run on time and turn Italy into a first 
rate military power, but he governed 
with a flamboyance that captured 
the imagination of the plebian and 
illiterate masses from which he had 
spruns. Anyone who has ever seen 
newsreels from the fascist era (Octo- 
ber 1*22- July I ¥43 1 will remember 
his famous balcony speeches, an 
ominous and frightening sight even 
now - recreated for American televi- 
sion viewers. 

Exactly JO years have passed since 
Mussolini was hanged by partisans 
from the roof of a Milan gas station. 
In that time only half a dozen pro- 
ducers. all Italian, have tried to 
come to terms with one of contem- 
porary history's most colourful and 
comp 'versial figures. None has suc- 
■:eded. 



Now it's Hollywood’s turn. Scott 
is the star of Mussolini- An Untold 
Story. Currently Filming on location 
here in Yugoslavia, the 510 million 
mini-series is scheduled to air on 
NBC-TV next fall. Billy Graham 121

ing foe docu-drama w hich spans 22 
years of Italian history. 

WHY MUSSOLINI? Trian. a new 

Los Angeles-based production com- 
pany headed by former talent mana- 
ger Ray Katz and former CBS-TV 
programme executive Bemie Sof- 
ronski. was looking for a potential 
blockbuster. Italy's great showman 
was the arena chosen by Oscar laure- 
ate Stirling Siliphant whotn Trian 
hired to develop, write and co- 
produce the project which the trio 
then sold to reluctant friends at NBC 
with a one'word concept - godfather . 

"We knew that NBC had already 
turned down half a dozen Mussolini 
scripts because they didn't want to 
do another political drama." says 
Siliphant. on location in Yugoslavia. 

"We explained that we planned to 
tell the story of the family; What was 
it like to have been the wife, the 
mistress, and the child of the world's 
number one mafioso?” We said: 
"You’ve heard about mafia beads so 
powerful they assemble their own hit 
teams? That’s nothing compared to 
Mussolini, the capo (boss) with ulti- 
mate authority, who had his own 
navy, air force and army." 

Based on a year's extensive re- 
search by Siliphant and producer 
Sofronski- the screenplay also tells 
the stoiy of the rise and fall of 
fascism and it’s effect on Mussolini’s 
common-law wife Rachele (Lee 
Grant); his most important mistress 
Claretta ( Virginia Madsen): his sons 
Bruno and Vittorio (Robert Dow- 
ney and Gabriel Byrne); his daugh- 
ter Edda (Mary Elizabeth Mastran- 
tonio) and her husband Count 
Galeazzo Ciano ( Raul Julia). 

In search of new material and 
insight into the family's life . Trian 
purchased rights to Mussolini: The 
Tragic Women in his Life. Written by 
the late dictator's son Vittorio, the 
true if somewhat rose-coloured 
account covers the period from Vit- 
torio's childhood through his

father's downfall. With the book 
came access to Vittorio, today a 
well-known Italian journalist. 
Siliphant and Sofronski spent 64 
hours cross-examining Vittorio ab- 
out everything from the family's 
Sunday night dinners to Edda's 
alleged affair with designer Emilio 
Pucci. 

“All scenes were created from 
fact.’’ declares Sofronski who work- 
ed side-by-side with Siliphant. "In 
some cases we embroidered on true 
stories. Other times we saw a 
wonderful visual in a newsreel and 
wrote around it.” 

One of the film industry's most 
veteran and respected screenwriters. 
Siliphant was sensitive - to Egypt's 
overreaction to the mini-series 
Sadat, and was careful not to take 
too many liberties with Italian his- 


tory. Despite Vittorio's objections, 
he penned in a fictional rape scene to 
emphasize tha't Mussolini was a 
notorious womanizer. 

To get his drama moving. 
Siliphant brought the family from 
Milan to Rome seven yeais’before 
they actually arrived. To lure audi- 
ences into' tuning into Part II. 
Siliphant ended the fust three hours 
of the series with a gripping but not 
quire accurate dose: he kills off 
Mussolini's son Bruno, an air force 
pilot, during the Abyssinian cam- 
paign instead of years later, during 
World War II. 

None of these changes bothered 
.Andrea Viotti. the company's dis- 
tinguished Italian expert on the fas- 
cist era. as much as Sofronski’s deci- 
sion to make Mussolini's swarthy 
plump mistress a svelte blonde.

I 
picked up a biography about him.

“It hasn't helped much.” adds one 
Yugoslav crew member. "Tins film 
is just the victim of an ongoing 
debate between foe country’s pro- 
Soviet and pro-Western forces. ]b the 
past the pro-Soviet group made it 
impossible to film on location here 
an American feature about the pope 
and an Italian documentary called 
Meeting in Trieste:

THIS YEAR, the British 
newspaper The Times cele- 
brates its 200th anniversary and 
whatever may be tbongbt of a bicen- 
tenarian, the sheer stamina that 
assured survival for so long must 
command respect. A paper that re- 
ported the French Revolution, the 
American Civil War and Britain's 
progress from a world-encircling 
empire to an off-shore island in 
Europe, Is a monument of history, 
but it is also an institution, whose 
daily pronouncements earned it the 
description "the lay Bible of ail cul- 
tured Englishmen.” 

It was, of course, not infallible and 
when the latest volume of its history, 
covering the years 1912-1948, 
appeared in 1952. it was claimed, not 
without justice, that "examples of 
misjudgment as to foreign affairs are 
acknowledged with fidelity." The 
Times backed the American South 
against the North, and too much of 
its money was put od the Arabs 
against Israel. But perhaps its most 
disastrous error was its judgment of 
Hitler. 

This was not due to any incfifierence 
to anti-Semitism. The Times fre- 
quently supported the cause of the 
Jews during the strnggle for civil 
emancipation, in its protests against 
Tzarist persecution, and in its expose 
of the fraud of the “Protocob of 
Zion.” 

Its correspondents in Germany 
also faithfully reported the essential 
facts of Nazism. As early as January 
1923. a dispatch from Munich 
quoted a certain rabble-rouser 
named Adolf Hitler as saving that his 
National Socialists were organizing 
and recruiting an army of r ev eng e 
which would restore Germany to her 
former greatness; and is 1930 it was 
noted that "unscrupulous leaders" 
were "deliberately advocating irres- 
ponsible policies. " 

After these leaders had been in- 
stalled in power, their supporters 
were found to be "behaving in a way 
that could hardly be called normal,” 
and a notable forecast was ventured 
of “something like revolver rule and 
jungle justice.” In 193 5. six weeks 
after the Nuremberg Laws, a weli- 
documented article made it plain 
beyond reasonable doubt that "like 
soman v Nazi catchwords, 'Juda ver- 
recke!’ - *Ma> Jewry perish!’ - was 
meant literally and will be literally be 
brought to pass if the fanatics have 
ihei/Way.'' But omens and warnings 
went unheeded, and in 1936 the 
editor Geoffrey Dawson, admitted 
that he "did his utmost, night after 
night, to keep out of ihe paper 
anything that might hurt [the Ger- 
mans'! susceptibilities.” 

The explanation was twofold. In 
the first place, neither the editor nor 
his assistant. Barringcon-Ward (B- 
W), was an authority tin foreign 
policy'. Dawson's interest was almost 
exclusively in the Commonwealth. 
Of Europe he knew little: he had not 
mer any of its leaders, spoke noneof ; 
its languages and never read its re-

B-W, who, cook more interest in 
fore^n affairs than Dawson, bad, 
even before 1933, swallowed the 
German lie that the souxce of aQ evil 
was the Treaty of Versailles. He felt 
that Hitler’s lawlessness might, be 
extenuated, if not excused, fry foe 
failure of foe Allied governments to 
find some rational means of adjust- 
ment of that treaty. Thus, according 
to the Times historian. "thepoHcyaf 
making opt merely as many conces- 
sions to Nazi Germany as to Weimar 
Germany, but even more, was 
adopted as a basic principle of fore- 
ign polity” by the newspaper. 

SUCH WAS the cornerstone , of 
Appeasement, and this obsession 
was immune to rational argument: 

In 1935. for example, little notice 
was taken ofthe irrefutable informs- . 
tion on German air rearmament. 
The facts had been made known by 
Churchifl, but Omrehill was counted 
by The Times among those ‘ < yiewy” 
people who were considered bores: 
The paper has been found by its 
historian to have "had no perception 
of foe intentions that lay below the • 
surface 1 in Germany.” It did not 
perceive that. Germany, whether 
Nazi or democratic, "would not only 
work for foe return of her provinces, 
her army, her navy and her air force, 
but ultimately turn foe cables, and 
impose i Versailles or Brest-lifovsk ' 
upon the West” It was considered B 
"only common sense” to .accept Hit- 
ler's lies. 


This delusion in turn operated on 

an appropriately sublime plane. The ^ 

grand design was ttttbold ffitier to ' Kantpf .'Hect u practical manual of 
ins undertakings” and , to get foe . daily conduct from which Hitler 


od Jc^/buLfoi&t'.it seems, was fitde 
more than a. fleeting sensation. In 
foe end, "even foe- excesses of the 
Nazis against racial and political 
minorities, did, pot destroy foe con- 
ception of , the ^Germans as a fun- 
damentally reasonable race of men 
who* treated reasonably, were not 
unlike the English.". Tersely, its 
historian, states. The Jbnes ^led the 
British people to believe : in a Ger- 
many that nevereodsted." - 

.How did thiscoine aboutT 

Says foe historian:- "Tire ruling 
powers of Britain from 1923 to 1938 
were naive .and blindly confident,” 
and .the Socialise opposition by no 
means opposed them. It is suggested 
that ‘‘years of difficulty with France 
had inaeasedj sympathy for Ger- 
many, and the romantic appeal of 
almost everything -German to so 
many English nuads... Biade The 
T^messofrro-Geipianafur 1922 that 
the paper could not, id 1936, even 
cosrider the necessity to; modify its 
poficy. ".According to Leopold Am- 
. eiy, . one. qf Britain's' ablest elder 
statesmen, “Appeasement re- 
sponded to foeinstinctsand outlook 
Of the majority , of foe people, a t the 
time.'' In The Times office, the policy 
was reinforced by the impact of three . 
fhdts; industrial darression; wide- ■ 
spread British pacifism, and an im- ’. 
perial isolationism which led Daw- . 
sort to dedarc that war with' Ger- - 
many in 1938 would have been “mis- 
understood and resented from end 
Go end of foe Empire.” — 

- But thereisyet another conridera- 
ficra windi has only just begun to be 
appreciated. Sorely foe ruling pow- 
cis of Britain werenot qateas na ive 
as is sometimes supposed. They had

TEL AVIV. - Bank Hapoalim 
vest er day announced a net profit, 
after inflation and taxes, of 534.2 
million for 1984. In view of the loss 
recorded in the previous year, of 
S93.6m.. this result represents a pro- 
fit turn-around of SI27.Sm. - an 
achievement almost certainly un- 
paralleled in sheer scope in the 
history of the Israeli economy. 

The simple fact is that of all the 
banks Hapoalim fell the hardest in 
the appalling year of 1983. and then 
rebounded the strongest during 
1984- Thus, although Hapoalim's 
pro5t for 1984 is slightly lower than 
that of Bank Leumi ($35.2m. to 
534.2m.), Leurai lost "only” S72m. 
m 1983. and thus ns total turnaround 
was less. 

Other statistics that emerge from 
Hapoalim's figures also underline 
the quality of the achievement. The 
rate of return on equity was 6.8% in 
real terms, which is a good result by 
any standards. Furthermore, almost 
the entire profit came from regular 
banking activities, and only some 
! 2% of the total from subsidiaries and 
i affiliates, such as the Clal con- 
, glomerate. In past years these com- 
panies have often been major contri- 
i buiors to Hapoalim’s profits. 

Hapoalim's balance sheet fell by 


posits last year came in the dollar- 
linked schemes, where the Bank of- 
Israel requires that ail funds be rede- 
posited with the Treasury, there was 
a corresponding growth in the item 
of "loans to tbe govemment." which 
offset the extra deposits. 

Loans to the public declined. . as 
they did throughout the banking 
system last year. 

Giora Gazit. Chairman of 
Hapoalim's management board, 
drew attention to several factors 
which had helped contribute to the 
profit turnaround when he addres- 
sed a press conference here yester- 
day. 

The banks had operated with vast- 
ly improved profit margins last year, 
compared to 1983. Gazit said. Real 
interest rates, both on borrowing 
and lending, restored rationality to 
the system. In addition, the policy 
followed most of the year, of gra- 
dually raising tariffs and commis- 
sion charges in real terms, boosted 
the bank's income . 

At the same time, the numerous 
cost-cutting measures that Hapoalim 
took had the effect of streamlining 
the bank's operations and saved 
large sums on tbe expense side. The 
wage bill was reduced by dismissal 
and by elminating one afternoon 
shift and introducing much greater 
worker flexiblitv.

SOME COMPARISONS may be odious, but inevitable. 

On June 5, 1982, the government of Menachem Begin 
resolved to take military action to assure the peace of Galilee, 
believing it to be threatened by the PLO’s -military arm in 
Lebanon. The following day an official communique stated that 
the government had decided “to instruct the IDF to place the 
entire civilian population in Galilee out of the range of fire of 
the terrorists in Lebanon where they, their bases and their 
headquarters, are concentrated. ” 

This meant, Mr. Begin explained to the Knesset, that once 
the troops reached a distance of 25 miles from the border, “our 
work will be done and all fighting will cease." But that is not 
what it turned out to mean. The PLO bases and headquarters 
beyond the stated perimeter were to be destroyed as well. And 
the Syrians had to be chased north, although they were 
promised immunity from attack if they did not assault the 
advancing Israeli troops. And that great friend of Israel, Bashir 
Jemayel. had to be installed in Beirut as Lebanon's president. 

Thus within days of the beginning of the war it became clear 
that the IDF would not stop before it reached the Beirut- 
Damascus highway - and got tragically entangled in what 
became known as the quagmire of Lebanon. 

Now. some three years, and hundreds of dead soldiers, later, 
the IDF is to finally extricate itself from that lethal bog. On 
Sunday the government, under Shimon Peres, approved by a 
large majority the last stage of withdrawal to the international 
border, to be completed within just a few weeks. This would 
leave behind only a narrow security zone separating this 
country from a hopelessly fragmented and, politically speak- 
ing. Syrian-dominated Lebanon. 

But what sort of security zone is being contemplated? Only 
one thing is truly clear: it will be nothing like the buffer zone 
proposed in the Cabinet by the war's architect, Ariel Sharon, 
who advises an area of permanent Israeli occupation stretching 
from the border all the Way to the Litani River line. The 
defence minister has a narrow strip in mind, but how narrow 
and how manned remains unclear. 

Whatever the depth of the zone, presumably there will be no 
regular IDF presence in it. But Israeli troops, based south of 
the border, will be free to hit the enemy wherever he seeks 
shelter. Main reliance will be placed on local militias, and the 
South Lebanon Army, backed up by the IDF. 

But there is no indication what the extent and form of such 
backup will be. 

The biggest mystery envelops the defence minister's assur- 
ance that the IDF might keep some reconnaissance positions 
north of the security zone. Ordinarily reconnaissance does not 
require the holding of positions, and if there are going to be 
such positions, how will they be maintained without soldiers 
manning them on a regular basis? Ambiguity thus seems to be a 
hallmark of Mr. Rabin's withdrawal plan. 

The ambiguity might be designed to serve bargaining pur- 
poses. It could be a hint to the Shias that the south would be 
theirs to control if they undertook to effectively police it, 
disallowing the entry of elements hostile to Israel. But the 
ambiguity is large enough to permit the IDF to be sucked back- 
however’unintentionally, this time - into the quagmire. 

Fearing thus, two former defence ministers. Ezer Weizman 
and Moshe Arens, coming from opposite political directions, 
suggested on Sunday scrapping the idea of the security zone, 
and barring Israelis from being attached to any of the Lebanese 
militias. Supported by only six cabinet members, the proposal 
lost in the vote. Now it remains to be seen whether Mr. Rabin's 
own plan of incompletely complete withdrawal will provide not 
only safety but also freedom from fresh Lebanese entangle- 
ment. 

Kudos for Kohl 

AT A TIME when some of Germany’s well-wishers beyond its 
own borders find it advisable to push away memories of the 
Nazi horrors that came to an-end just 40 years ago, Chancellor 
Helmut Kohl has spoken nobly, and bravely, of the inescapable 
burden of German history. 

“Germany,'’ said the chancellor on Sunday, addressing a 
Jewish memorial gathering at the site of the Bergen-Belsen 
extermination camp, “bears historical responsibility for the 
crimes of the Nazi tyranny.” 

“Reconciliation with the survivors and descendants of the 
victims.” Mr. Kohl went on, “is possible only if we accept our 
history as it really was. if we Germans acknowledge our shame 
and our historical responsibility, and if we perceive the need to 
act against any efforts aimed at undermining human freedom 
and dignity.'' 

These were noble and brave, if necessary, words, because 
rhere are a great many Germans today who refuse to accept 
their country's history as it really was. who acknowledge no 
shame for the crimes perpetrated by the Nazis in Germany's 
name, and who fee! no hisioricai responsibility for the murder 
of six million Jews. 

In the German Federal Republic both young and old tend to 
believe that they have disposed of any moral guilt problem by 
treating Nazism, in retrospect, with contempt. And in East 
Germany the very regime rests on the spurious claim of its total 
dissociation from the legacy of the "capitalist” past. 

Outside Germany there are those who favour letting bygones 
be bygones as a fine recipe for enlisting Germany on the side of 
human freedom and dignity. 

Mr. Kohl may not himself be entirely free from the wayward 
thinking he implicitly excoriated in his Bergen-Belsen address. 
Otherwise he might not have urged his friend, the V.S. 
president, to pay homage to dead Nazi soldiers, among them SS 
murderers. But what he has said this w eek on the subject of his 
country's historical responsibility deserves to be applauded - 
and to be engraved on every portal in Germany.

If the efforts to protect the aged 
fail, then only one remedy remains, 
namely to put the guilty away from 
society for the longest periods possi- 
ble. Punishments must be severe and 
deterrent, the judge said. 

On January 14. Vaknin and Amar 
followed Avraham Klugman. 82. 
home hom a coffee shop, in Tel 
Aviv, They threw him to the floor in 
the entrant* to his house and Vaknin 
stole from bis pocket IS5 million and 
a sum in dollars which he had earlier 
withdrawn from the bank. On the 
same day. the pair followed home 
Ze'ev Wetstein. 83, and after telling 
him that they were from the police, 
robbed him of 1S60.000 that he had 
received from the National Insur- 
ance institute. 

Os January 20, the pair followed 
Zvi Steinberg, 77, home from a 
restaurant in Haifa. In his fifth- 
storey flat, Amar choked him, while 
Vaknin took documents and cash 


from his trouser pockets and ripped 
a gold ring off a finger. Three horns 
later, Vaknin and .Amar followed 
home Fishel Grosbard. 6b. and 
Amar choked him and Vaknin stole 
documents and IS! .700 from his 
trousers. 

In a different trial, brothers Sha- 
lom Azoulai. 31. and Eliahu 
Azoulai. 27, both of Kiryat Yam. 
were sent to jail for 12 years and 10 
years respectively for breaking into 
the flat in Kiryat Yam of a woman 
dentist in mid- April 1984 whom they 
tied and beat up. before robbing her 
of jewelry and IS17.000, 

Three weeks later, they broke into 
the flat of another Kiryat Yam 
woman, aged 70, and after threaten- 
ing her with a gun and knives, beat 
her and robbed her of four stamp 
albums and jewelry. 

The Haifa District Court found 
the brothers guilty of other robberies 
and break-ins, Eliahu Azoulai was 
also found guilty of beating a young 
woman from Kiryat Yam. '

TRYING to force all Israelis to fill in 
a capital declarations form as a 
means of uncovering and taxing 
black capital (estimated at anywhere 
between two and 15 billion dollars) 
has all the earmarks of being another 
bureaucratic farce. It has all the 
characteristics of well-intentioned 
and logical, governmental planning 
that is unassailable in theory and will 
prove impractical in real life. 

The theoiy is simple: Citizen “A” 
fills in a capital declaration form, 
which will then be used to prove that 
he could not have obtained all his 
property, taken all those trips 
.abroad and bought a second car with 
his declared income. 

But if "A" lied in his income tax 
report, he will lie in his capital dec- 
larations report. Two lies do not 
make one truth or uncover black 
capital. 

Anyway, capital declarations 
would not be needed if the income 
tax collection system were effective. 
If the bureaucratic process is grossly 
ineffective in collecting income 
taxes, why should it be effective in 
regard to capital declarations? 

Does anyone expect to change 
human nature by passing a law? Can 
anyone really visualize tens of 
thousands of thieves, house- 
breakers. drug pushers, prostitutes, 
sitting in a sleazy cafe, taking out 
a pencil, licking the tip and labor- 
iously filling in the form? Does any- 
one expect even apparently respect- 
able citizens, with illegal bank 
accounts abroad or foreign currency 
stashed away in a home safe or a 
deposit box for both } ro turn over a 
new leaf? 

If so. why haven't they done so in 
the past? 

THE NET RESULT of the new Jaw 
will be that about J .500.000 forms 
will be filled out. and mailed, with 
most of them not being processed by 
the authorities. Those few which are 
processed, and acted upon, will 
bring in very meagre results.

Past government activities prove 
this. In 19&2. some 10.232 files were 
opened by the income tax author- 
ities for suspected tax dodgers. Of 
these. 2,989 persons then paid 
ISl4m. in koffer (shekels at their 
1 PS2 value ), that is to say, they made 
a bargain with the authorities and 
bought their way out. As for die 
5.229 files transferred to the state 
prosecutor, onlv 2.872 persons were 
brought to trial. Of these, all those 
found guilty (the number of violators 
is not given) were sentenced to a 
total of 123 months in prison, and 
another 4,147 months of suspended 
sentence. Some ISl3m. (shekels at 
their 1982 value) was also paid as 
fines. 

According to all reports, the in- 
come tax authorities have tons of 
information that they have not yet 
acted on for lack of manpower. 

Estimates range as high as there 
being 40.000 tax evaders who have 
not eves registered with the income 
tax authorities. If the bureaucrats 
have nothing to do, first let them find 
out how much truth there is in this. 
They have certainly failed dismally 
in this sector, as in others. 

A government administrator 
whose postal system can't even de- 
liver a letter within days (in some 
cases weeks) a distance of a few 
kilometres in the same city where it 
was mailed and whose police force 
(in Tel Aviv at least) ignores cars 
parked in no-stop, tow-away zones 
100 metres from the police station 
should not consider embarking on 
new ventures. 

There are various ways to fight 
black capital. Let me offer a few. 
First, send everybody a minimum 
income tax bill, whether he files or 
not at present, and then start collect- 
ing. No doubt, a few thousand cri- 
minals will pay just to get the law off 
their backs. 

Secondly, overhaul the entire sub- 
sidy -system in Israel. Subsidies 
should go only to farmers and those

Subsidies should 
not be used to support the entire 
populace, allowing it to eat cheap 
bread, oil, chicken, etc., while 
charging heavy taxes to subsidize 
these items, taxes which approx- 
imately one-third of the economy 
manages to avoid. Let the rich, the 
well-to-do and eveii the ordinary . 
citizen pay the full price. Simply 
reducing taxes will leave the average 
citizen no better and no worse off. It 
is all a matter of bookkeeping. 

As a matter of foot, since the price 
of most of these baric foods can be 
easily controlled (because raw mate- 
rials are imported in bulk), it might 
be a good idea to charge more for 
them than their teal price and to 
reduce income taxes even more. 
Tins would also catch the tax dod- 
gem, unless they want to go hungry 
or eat cake. 

With our present income taxes, a 
breadwinner with a take-home pay 
that places ban under the American 
poverty line pays 60 per cent of his 
income in taxes. This is an induce - 
tneut either to cheat on his taxes or to 
loaf on the job, or both, or to look 
with longing at the U.S. which some 
say is crime-ridden, but which still 
has some of the strictest restrictions 
in the world on immigration. 

Everyone should be required to 
submit his income tax form through 
an income tax adviser, and each one 
of these should not only be licensed, 
but also heavily bonded. And these 
advisers should be periodically au- 
dited in the strictest way. It is easier 
to audit one such person than 1,000 
people filing on their income. If an 
income tax adviser is caught in some 
monkey-business or using his com-

bond and his livelihood, but he 
would afro enjoy a few years of 
subsidized existence behind prison 
walls.
